LET UTAH ALONE. 


The following writer in the New 
York Revolution is in favor of letting 
Utah alone to work out her own des- 
tiny. He thinks the women are com- 
petent to settle the marriage question, 
and it is certain that they like to have 
a determining band in that important 
business, a little more so than the men 
allow them in some countries, this for 
instance. J. K. H. Wilcox, however, 
scarcely knows what he is talking 
about when he says the Universal 
Franchise Association” secured the 
franchise in Utah after the Cullom 
Bill was shelved in the Senate. The 
Legislature of Utah gave the women 
of Utah the franchise while that infa- 
mous Bill was pending, and not 
through the efforts of any Associa- 


tion” that we ever heard of. We bave 
seen nothing yet competent to convert 
us to the views of J. K. H. W. con- 


cerning ‘‘polygamy’s doom,” but if 
those views afford J. K. H. W. com- 
fortable sleep at night we have no 
objection. owever, J. K. H. W.

„The Cullom — which aims — 
stop polygamy in Utah, is again pend- 
ing in Congress. When the Republi- 
can party came into power ten years 
ago, it stood pledged to abolish the 
institntion. Laws, dismemberment of 
the Territory, troops, disabilities, all 
have been tried without success. At 
the last session the Committee on 
Territories made a lengthy report and 
brought in a bill which consists in 
heaping together all plans heretofore 
tried, and doubling their severity. 
Every tyrannous trick, from packed 


juries to martial law, is proposed in 
this bill, to interfere with Abe consti- 
tution of families. 

The committee assumes that bigamy 
in Illinois and polygamy in Utah are 
the same, and should be punished 
alike. Thisisfalse. Bigamy includes 
fraud : the person who commits it pre- 
tends to be unmarried and thus cheats 
the other party. When it is fally un- 
derstood, as in Utah, that the new 
wife will be one of several, and she 
enters the relation kuowing this, 
whatever. may be the morality of her 
course, government has no right to in- 
terfere. . 

Wo protest against Congress wast- 
ing its time on this useless timber. 
Since the bill was tabled in the Senate 
last summer, the exertions of the Uni- 
versal Franchise Association have been 
crowned with success, and Utah’s wo- 
men have begun the use of the ballot. 
Their future is now in their own 
hands. We demand that Congress 
let them alone and proceed to pass the 
Sixteenth Amendment.

of the Gospel of Christ, that they are worthy. As you do not belong to the 
“Church, and indeed have but a very imperfect idea of the principles of the 
Goapel, you will readily perceive that you have no claim upon such assistance. 
_It might be well on your part to procure the publications of the Church, attend 
the meetings of the Saints, and investigate their doctrines, and pie ons 
vou might be led to believe and obey them. }

You would have the same chances as other individuals generally who go 
there, just as you would if you went anywhere else, that is, to do the best you 
could for yourself. You would find plenty of room for the development of 
your abilities in that line. If you were a member of the Church, you would 
consider yourself subject to the counsel of the authorities thereof. If you 
wers not a member of the Church, of course you would not be ander any kind 
! of obligation to submit to any of its rules and regulations.

thereof, have hands laid upon them that they may receive the Holy Ghost, 
and live a pure, peaceable, godly life, practising righteousness all their iar 
and desirous to do all in their power to build up the kingdom of G 
“bring to pass that glorious time when righteousness shall cover the face . 
earth as the waters cover the mighty deep. People of this class constitute the 
best possible community—they are a peculiar people, sealous of good works, 
though captains of volunteers also may be very good people, and ‘useful in 
their way and plate. If you cannot consent to these terms, we cannot advise

Harp on THE TIARTTonIESs.— The Congress of the United States, or some 
of the members thereof, seem disposed to put the Territories down as low as 
possible and keep them there, in fact to rob them of all the attributes of self- 
government. Oullom, who however is not in the next Congress, introduced a. 
bill to extend to Wyoming and Utah the bill to which Idaho is subject, taking 
out of the hands of the local Legislatures the power of districting their re- 
spective Territories for judicial purposes, and putting it into the hands of the 


Federal judges, that is, robbing a hundred thousand people of their rights to 


satisfy three corrupt Federal officials. Several other bills, cording up the 
Territories, have been presented. Lastly we read in the New York Tribune 
The Senate Committee on Territories have under consideration a bill re- 
pealing the act of the Wyoming Legislaturé under which women are now 
voters in that Territory. It is proposed to amend it so as to make the pro- 
visions general, and thus reach the women voters of Utah. The sense of the 


Committee is favorable to reporting a bill defining the general qualifications 


of voters in the Territories, and restricting the Legislatures thereof from en- 


larging the same withont the consent of 


ngress. 


So it seems that Congress is afraid even of the women of Utah and Wyoming 


and wants to tie them down !
